Report oF CoMMITTEE ON STREET LIGHTING. 
BEVERLY, APRIL 6th, 1891. 


The Committee appointed at the annual meeting, to 
whom the matter of street lighting was referred by the 
following vote:—‘tUpon motion of Roland W. Boyden, 
as amended, it was voted that the 10th article of the 
Warrant be referred to the present committee on light- 
ing, and that this committee be requested to report con- 
cerning an electric light at the’ junction of Rantoul street 
and Elliott street, as to a contract for street lighting for 
the present year, and the advisability of continuing the 
present committee’s work, at the adjournment of this 
meeting,” beg leave to submit the following report :— 

Your committee have labored earnestly to the best of 
their ability for the past year to decide what would be 
for the best interests of the town in regard to street 
lighting; not only in a financial point of view, but the 
most satisfactory as regards quantity and quality of light. 
In looking up the matter of cost of electric lighting, we 
find that it varies greatly according to location and the 
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power used. We have obtained prices from various Street Lights. 
parts of the country, both from electric light companies 
and from cities and towns that do their own lighting, 
and find that where the low prices prevail, either they 
have water power, or are so situated that the price of 
coal is very low, which is one of the prime factors in es- 
timating the cost. Taking into consideration the price of 
coal in Beverly, the cost of construction, and the debt 
necessary to be incurred, after correspondence with able 
electrical engineers as to what a fair price would be, we 
do not recommend the town to purchase an electric light 
plant. 

We find the expense of lighting for 1890, under the 
present system, is divided as follows :— 


355 oil lights, at $13.80 per year, $4 899.00 
51 gas lights, at $16.00 per year, 816.00 
19 electric lights, at $172.89 per year, 3 285.00 
$9,000.00 


Electric lights on Lovett and Lothrop streets, 
repairs on lamp-posts, frames, etc., and 


sundries, $763.64 
7 Total $9,763.64 
The Selectmen’s estimate for 1891 is $10,000.00 


The Committee have planned to substitute 80 twelve 
hundred candle power electric lights for the electric 
lights, gas lights, and 125 of the oil lights at present in 

use. These 80 lights will cover the maip part of the 
- town much more completely than the present system, and 
in addition the line will extend along Hale street to the 
end of the Street Railroad at Chapman’s Corner, and along 
Cabot and Dodge streets to the ice houses, near the Wen- 
ham line. We have considered carefully the question of 
extending the line beyond Chapman’s Corner, and have 
decided that it isnot advisable. The considerable extra 
expense involved is a strong argument against such ex- 
_ tension, but we have been influenced still more by the 
opposition of those shore residents who have been con- 

sulted by us to the introduction of the electric lights into 
that district. 
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The Committee and the Beverly Gas & Electric Com- 
pany have agreed upon the main points of a contract for 
these lights. These are as follows: 80 standard twelve 
hundred candle power Thomson-Houston Electric Lights ; 
to be located substantially in accordance with the plan of 
the committee; construction to be the best, with special 
reference to appearance and safety, and both construc- 
tion and location to be subject to the approval of the per- 
sons entrusted by the Town with the supervision of the 
construction. Price, 30 cents per light per night; from 
sunset to 12 o’clock, 300 nights per year. Length of con- 
tract 10 years. The number may be increased at the same 
rate. 

The present price of each oil light is $13.80 per year. 
There is no doubt that this price is too high. The parties 
at present doing the lighting are ready to take a contract - 
either for the present system, or for the 230 lights which 
will be left if the electric system is adopted, at $13.20 per 
year. We are, however, of the opinion that the oil light- 
ing can and should be done as low as $12 per year, and 
that the ‘Town should take care of its own oil lights if it 
cannot make a contract for that price. 

We estimate the expense of lighting the Town under 
the system proposed as follows: . 


80 electric lights at $90 per year, $7,200.00 
230 oil lights at $12 per year, 2,760.00 
- $9,960.00 


If the Town prefers to retain its present system of 
lighting, the Committee recommend that a separate con- 
tract be made for the oil lighting, and that the Town itself 
take charge of this unless it can find parties willing to 
take the contract as low as $12.00 per light per year. We 
have been unable to obtain from the Beverly Gas & Elec- 
tric Company any better figures for the old system than 
the ones we now have. : 

The Committee deem it inadvisable to add any more 
electric lights under the present system. The cost of each 
additional light is more than $180, which is, we think, 
more than any electric light is worth to the Town. We 
therefore recommend that the petition for an additional 
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light at the corner of Elliott and Rantoul Streets be re- Street Lights. 
fused. Wewill state in this connection, that by the loca- 
tion of the lights under the new system proposed by the 
‘committee, an electric light is called for at that point. 

When we consider the amount of mileage in our 
streets (being somewhere in the vicinity of sixty-five 
miles) it will appear to the most casual observer that it 
would be impossible to adopt an electric light system for 
the entire town on account of the expense. Also the 
people that come with us for the summer months, who 
have spent vast sums of money in beautifying their es- 
tates on our shore, object, and with what seems to your 
_ committee a great deal of justice, to having poles put up 
and wires strung along in front of their residences. 

As one of our summer people very aptly put it: ‘We 
come to Beverly shore for rest and quietness, and do not 
wish to be reminded of the city by electric light poles or 
wires.” . 

We therefore have arrived at the conclusion that the 
system which will prove the most satisfactory and pro- 
duce the greatest good to the greatest number, and come 
within our basis of cost, is the electric light for the 
manufacturing, business, and thickly-settled parts of the 
town and the main thoroughfares, and the present or 
equally as good light for the shore and outlying districts 
where tlie travel, particularly in winter, is comparatively 
light. 

We therefore recommend an appropriation of ten 
thousand dollars for street lighting for the current year, 
and that the matter of street lighting be put in the hands 
of a committee to serve for the balance of the year; and 
that they be authorized to contract for the lighting of the 
town on the plan proposed at a cost not to exceed the 
amount appropriated.

The committee appointed 
by the Town to see what sum should be paid to the 
members of the Fire Department, would respectfully 
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report that they have considered the matter carefully and Report of 
i Committee on 
find that a large number of departments in other towns pay for Fire 
about the size of Beverly, have been paying a larger sum PePartment. 
to each member than is paid by Beverly. That while we 
have been paying $12 per year to each member, other 
towns have been paying all the way from $25 to $75; 
that in most cases, the towns paying the highest prices 
carry a smaller number of men, that while we are paying 
less than most of the towns, we have a larger number of 
men to pay. Our entire department numbers 171 men, 
while the average of other towns would be 100 to 125 
men. This may be due in part to our large territory, 
and to the fact that we have three steamers, while some 
towns with as large or larger population carry only two 
steamers. We find that Peabody and Danvers are 
paying a larger sum by $1000 and $2000 respectively to 
their firemen than Beverly; and while Danvers pays 
about #4000 to 125 men, and Peabody $3000 to 102 men, 
Beverly has been paying about $2000 to 171 men. In 
view of these facts, the committee would recommend 
that Beverly increase the amount paid to the firemen by 
about $1500 per year, making a sum total of about $3500 
per year; and would further recommend that this sum 
be paid out in the following manner : 


Chief Engineer — $50 ner year. 

Clerk of the Board of Engineers — $35 per year. 

Clerk of the Companies — $25 per year. - 
All other firemen — $20 per year. 


Since making out our first report, we find that 
_ Danvers has made a reduction of $5.00 per year to each 
member.

‘The committee to whom the 15th article of the war- 
rant was referred, held a meeting on Wednesday even- 
ing, March 11, 1891 for the purpose of hearing the peti- 
tioners. Mr. Javob Brower, one of the petitioners, and 
in behalf of the Brower heirs, appeared before the 
Committee. It was’in evidence before the Committee, 
that about the year 1871, at the request of, or with the 

' knowledge and consent of the owner or owners of the 
Brower estate, the town laid a water pipe from Hale 
Street across the Brower estate, a distance of about 604 
feet to supply the Brower dwelling house on Thissell 
Street with water. Mr. Brower stated to the Commit- 
tee that he did not ask for damages to the estate, on ac- 
count of the water pipe being laid over his land, but 
wanted the town to pay him rent for the use of the land 
over which the pipe was laid.

The changes contemplated 

will not materially affect the contour of the rooms, which 

can be restored again to their present form at any 

time, at a small expense. At the same time we deem 

it highly important that they should be made. We 
further find that the furnace is much broken, worn 

out and worthless, and its further use of doubtful 
utility, if not hazardous. It ought to be replaced by 

one of greater capacity, and better adapted for the 
requirements of the building, as an economical measure. 

The exterior of the building needs some repairs, and two 

good coats of paint should be put on at once. The fore- 

going changes and repairs are designed to include all 

that may be necessary to put the building in good condi- 

tion and to furnish it with all the facilities usually found 

in- public buildings. All of which we think can be 

done — approximately — for eleven hundred (1100) 
dollars. If we deduct from the above sum _ the 

cost of the repairs imperatively demanded to be done, 

we find that the actual expenditures to be about seven 


hundred (700) dollars, thus — .

amounting to one hundred and seventy-six thousand (176,000) dollars, and 
then voted one hundred and sixty-six thousand (166,000) dollars with which 
to pay them; thus leaving a deficiency which it was necessary to use the 
credit of the town to provide for. 

-This sum has been increased by additional expenses of the poor depart- 
ment; the destructive fires in November last made necessary the purchase 
of a large amount of hose and other supplies for the Fire Department, and, 
by vote of the town, the laying of a larger water main on Park street late 
in the season; the completion and furnishing the new armory called for 
more money than had been estimated; the expenses at the Police Station 
and for the Police Department have also been unusually large.

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~__ REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Beverly: 


The board of Overseers of the Poor herewith respectfully 
present their annual report for the year 1891. The business 
of this department has been managed with the same care and 
interest as in the past, to aid the destitute and assist the 
unfortunate. As each succeeding vear adds to the number of 
dependents, the labor and expense is correspondingly in- 
creased. 

The year which has just closed, the number of persons 
aided has been 340, an increase of 28 over the year 1890. The 
general depression in business is the probable cause for new 
applications, as also the continuance of some of the old appli- 
cants. That the number of persons needing assistance is 
increasing, is beyond a question, and this condition of affairs is 
not confined to our town, but is general; and, while it may 
seem to be alarge number on our list, yet our increase is not as 
great as in some places. The cost of support for persons hav- 
ing a settlement in other towns was over $2,200 the last year. 

The management of the Almshouse has been continued 
under the care of Mr. and Mrs. William Stevens, Superintend- 
ent and Matron, with the same kind treatment to their charges 
asin the past. The number of inmates in the house at the 
present time is 31—16 males and 15 females. There have 
been six deaths during the past year: Lydia Kenney, March 
26th, age 84; James O’Brien, April 13th, age 45 (state sub- 
ject, taken from station’ house, sick); Joseph Clark, May 
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23d, age 65; Mary Thissell, Aug. 25th, age 80; Thomas This- 


sell, Dec. 22d, age 70; John F. Corning, Jan. 5th, 1892, age 


63. The health of the inmates has been generally good. The 


epidemic, which was so prevalent, found some subjects in the — 


Almshouse. At one time, there were 14 sick ones on the list, 
including the Superintendent. The amount of sickness out- 
side of the house will be found in the Physician’s report: 


TOWN PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


There has been, during the past year, a vast amount of sick- 
ness and suffering among the poor. 

As Town Physician from May 1, 1891, to Feb. 12, 1892, I 
have attended, professionally, thirty-nine families, making six 
hundred and forty-five visits at their homes and sixty-three 
office visits. 


- About one hundred and twenty. visits were also made at the - 


Almshouse. The inmates enjoyed excellent health until the 
months of December, 1891, and January, 1892, when the 
epidemic of Grippe caused, with few exceptions, the entire 
number to join the sick list. Four deaths have occurred, 
all in persons quite aged. 

Ten calls were made at the police station to attend sick 
tramps and persons taken sick on the streets.

Number of persons supported in hospitals, 13; in Danvers, 
11; in Worcester, 1; Bridgewater (State Farm), 1. On the 
recommendation of the State Inspector, the Overseers have 
caused a fire escape to be placed upon the Almshouse at a cost 
of $100. They also thought advisable to put a fire-alarm box 
in the house ($75) for the better protection of life and prop- 
erty. 

‘The Almshouse is sadly in need of an annex building, suita- 
ble for violent cases (temporarily) and contagious diseases 
that should be isolated. We have, at times, such cases, with 


no proper or suitable place to care for them. The hospital’ 


department (so called) has as many inmates as can be well 
taken care of, and it will be necessary to enlarge this depart- 
ment, if we are called upon to take more of this class. If an 
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“ 


extra appropriation for a building of suitable size, in connec- 


tion with the Almshouse (such as other places have), could be 
had, we should have a place for such cases, and also could 


. accommodate the larger part of the persons now boarding in 


asylums at a great expense to the town. If we had such a 
building, we could take equally as good care of them, at much 
less expense. Many of the cases in asylums are of a mild 
form, and could safely be transferred to our keeping. 
Seventeen hundred and eighty-five tramps have been lodged 
and cared for at the station house, 177 less than for the year 
previous. While the rooms set apart at the police station 
for this class, and for the criminals, may be good enough, 
yet the necessity for better accommodations for cases of 
emergency is apparent. In cases of persons taken suddenly ill, 
or meeting with accidents, there should be a better place 


provided, where temporary cases can be taken, with some one 
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to attend them, and something better than a board to lie upon 
while under the doctor’s care. | 
We take this opportunity to thank those persons who con- 

tributed to the enjoyment of the inmates at the entertainment 
given at the Almshouse on the evening of January 28th, the 
musicians, and also the citizens who showed their interest by 
their presence.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health respectfully submit the following 
report - 

The Board has been called upon to do a great deal of work 
that was not anticipated at the time the appropriation for the 
year was called for. The supplies of the Board were exhausted 
and had to be renewed. 

Tuck’s Pond (so called) had become a veritable nuisance, 
and the Board was petitioned to abate the same. This has 
been done in a thorough manner, creating, however, consider- 
able expense ; and in order to maintain the present sanitary 
condition of this Pond, the residents and corporation factories 
will have to cease making this a catch-basin for their sewage. 

A new tool-house, which has been needed for years past, 
has been constructed at the cemetery in North Beverly. The 
new tomb has been built on the east side of Walnut Hill in 
Hale street Cemetery, and the Board is pleased to state, 
completed in every particular. A blind drain and about one 
hundred feet of wall have been constructed along the bank 
from the location of the old tomb, for the purpose of draining 
the land, which was useless, and bringing into market a number 
of lots more than sufficient to cover the expense, as soon as 
sold. Two and a half dozen maple trees have been planted in 
different sections of Hale Street Cemetery. 

The Board would recommend the removal of the Hearse 
house to some spot more convenient of access, and the enlarge- 
ment of the same. The Board would also recommend the 
purchase of more land at North Beverly, by the town, through 
its Board of Selectmen, to enlarge the Cemetery of that place. 
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It will be seen that the appropriation made in years past is 
insufficient, the same amount being appropriated every year 
for several years past, notwithstanding the increase of popula- 
tion, valuation, and amount of work to be done. The town is 
growing, and with it the work of the Board increases, much of 


which has been neglected in years gone by. The town lot was 


in a deplorable condition, and little, if anything, had ever been 
done to it. This has been graded, and made an ornament to 
the Cemetery and a credit to the town. 

The sanitary condition of the town has been greatly improved, 


an unprecedented number of nuisances have been abated, and 
new cesspools have been put in where, in some instances, the ~ 


sewage was allowed to remain on the surface of the ground 
and blister in the sun, forming a hot-bed for the generation of 
germs dangerous not only to the occupants of the premises, but 
to the immediate neighborhood. The garbage and refuse has 
been well cared for by the people, and less sickness has pre- 
vailed. Much more work than heretofore needs to be done in 
the Cemeteries to keep them in the condition they should be. 
The cleanliness of the town is of interest to every one, as the 
health of its inhabitants depends largely upon the thoroughness 
with which its Board of Health prosecutes its work. That this 
may be carried out in a more satisfactory manner another year, 
the Board would recommend the appropriation of twenty-five 
hundred dollars. 

The Board wishes to say, in Lie to the many nuisances 
abated, that although there has been some unwillingness on the 
part of owners to attend to them, they have been abated. The 
Board is unable to determine why a man should be reluctant 
- to put into a condition safe for occupancy, premises owned by 
him but rented to another party; still the fact remains that 
our most unpleasant work has been to compel some parties to 
do what common decency and a regard for their fellow 
creatures of smaller means should have caused them to do with- 
out warning. 

We would urge upon the townspeople this thought :—You 
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cannot be too careful in regard to the disposal of your sewage 
and the plumbing in your houses; and, if you will receive the 
suggestions of this Board in the kindly spirit in which they are 
given, a task, disagreeable at best, will be somewhat lightened. 

The Board of Health thinks that the time is near at hand 
when Beverly will have to have a system of sewerage, and as 
the matter has already been brought before the town and 
initiatory steps taken towards the construction of a system, it 
is the opinion of this Board that a beginning of construction 
should be made as early as the town may deem prudent, and 
as much constructed as the financial condition of the town will 
allow. 

The town has been comparatively free from epidemic for the 
past year, there being only eighty-one cases of scarlet fever 
and one of diphtheria reported to the Board. Of these, only 
two were fatal—one a maglinant case of scarlet fever and the 
other of diphtheria. The total number of nuisances abated is 
one hundred and sixty-two. There were some typhoid fever 
cases in the early fall, the origin of which was traceable to 
out-of-town places, where the parties had been spending their 
vacations. — 

The Board takes this opportunity to thank the citizens of the 
town for their readiness to carry out the instructions 
received in regard tothe abatement of nuisances, and all other 
matter pertaining to the Board of Health.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Selectmen of Beverly : 


GENTLEMEN -—In my report of the doings of the Fire 
Department for the past year ending Dec. 31, 1891, I would 
gay: : 

‘That the number of men in the department remains the 
same as last year, as follows: Chief and eight assistant 
engineers, one hundred and sixty-five men, divided thus: Hose 
companies, ninety men; hook-and-ladder companies, thirty 
men; steamer companies, thirty-six men; five permanent men 
and three firemen (stokers). The Chief Engineer still acts as 
superintendent of the fire-alarm. 

The apparatus is in good condition and located as follows: 
At the Central Station, two second-class steam fire-engines and 
fixtures, with swinging harnesses, one horse hook-and-ladder 
truck, with all the modern improvements and equipments, 
including two chemical fire extinguishers, sails and Bangor 
extension ladder and life net, one new two-horse hose wagon 
with all the modern improvements. At the Washington and 
South districts hose houses, each, one four-wheel hand hose-car- 
riage, one double runner hose pung and equipments for each. At 
the Cove district hose house, one four wheel hand hose carriage, 
one single runner hose pung, and equipments for each. At 
Centerville hose house, one four-wheel hand hose carriage, one 
double runner hose pung, fixtures and equipments for each. 
At North Beverly, one one-horse hose wagon with all modern 


improvements and equipments. Also a hose carriage with a 
(185) 
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Volunteer company of fifteen members who serve without pay 

One four wheel hand hose carriage (out of service). At West 

Street Station, one steam fire-engine and equipments, one 

hand hook-and-ladder truck, one four-whee! hand _ hose 

carriage, fixtures and equipments for all. 

We have nine thousand feet of good reliable hose fit for 
steamer’s use, and nineteen hundred feet fit for hydrant use.

The department responded promptly to all calls. 


There have been added to the electric fire-alarm this year: 


One box at Cabot and Congress street near the Bridge (No. 7) ; 
one private box at the Almshouse (No. 132); both with the 
necessary fixtures for same. The alarm still continues to work 
satisfactorily. 

There are several places in town that are very poorly pro- 
tected by boxes and hydrants. I would therefore recommend 
that some new boxes and hydrants be put in during the ensu- 
ing year. | | 

As there has been a committee appointed by the town to 
see what new apparatus, fixtures, etc., may be needed in this 
_ department the ensuing year, and as that committee are look- 
ing into the needs and wants very thoroughly and understand- 
ingly, I leave all other recommendations to their judgment 
and to be shown in their report. 

I would recommend that eight thousand dollars be appro- 
priated to meet the expenses of the department the coming 
year. In closing this report, I take this opportunity to thank 
the Board of Selectmen for their ready and willing assistance, 
also the police for the help rendered to the department by 
them the past year, also to all members connected in any man- 
ner with the fire or water departments, as all have been ready 
at all times to respond to any service needed from them.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY, 


Tae Trustees'of the Public Library beg leave to submit 
» their Annual Report for the year ending Jan. 31, 1892. 

The statements of the Librarian and Treasurer, hereto 
annexed, show the condition and growth of the Library and 
the details of expenditure. The decrease in the number of 
books bought is the most unfavorable feature, and is due 
principally to the increase in the expenses of administration; 
A considerable sum has been expended upon a Card Catalogue, 
in which all the books in the Library have, for the first time, 
been properly classified and so arranged that readers can 
immediately find all that the Library contains bearing upon any 
particular topic which they may wish to look up. The 
advantage of this, for the more serious work of the Library, is 
very great; and the Catalogue has been made _ with 
extraordinary economy, accuracy and thoroughness, for which 
the Trustees desire to express their indebtedness to the 
Librarian. The entire contents of the Library have thus been 
brought within easy reach of any person seeking information, 
and it is hoped that the effect will be to increase the popular 
use of the Library as a means of education. Other changes 
looking in the same direction are: Placing a number of 
reference books where readers can have direct access to them ; 
gathering all public documents, properly classified, in the 
Reading Room, so as to be, in the same way, open to the public, 
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putting all new books on the counter, so that a selection can 
be made from them at once; increasing the list of 
periodicals taken, and providing that they shall lie upon the 
table for a definite time before béing drawn out for 
home-reading. All these improvements, however, are but 
slight, and require to be followed by more important changes 
in order to make the Library of as great use as it is capa) of 
being. 

The most important of these changes, which the Trustees 
desire to suggest, was brought to their attention by the 
petition referred to them by the town, praying for the 


establishment of a branch at Centreville. The Trustees denied — 


the petition on the ground that such a branch could not be 
established without a disproportionate expense. Moreover, it 
was impossible to consider the question by itself, apart from 
the equal claims of other portions of the town, and, in 
particular, the village at North Beverly, to the same service. 
The Trustees think the demand a just one, and, in fact, 
necessary to a general and fair use of the Central Library by 
all citizens. They have been deterred from establishing such 
branches solely by the cost. The amount voted when the 
branch at the Farms was established was $200; this sum is not 
too large to provide for the transportation of books and the 
proper care of them; it is, therefore, estimated that an equal 
sum will be required for each of the two new branches 
suggested. There will also be an added expense at the 
Central Library for handling the books, and for buying the 
necessary duplicates of new books, particularly in fiction. 

A second change, which ‘Ke Trustees think it is now 
desirable to make, is to open the Library every evening of the 
week instead of, as now, on alternate evenings. The 
advantage of having a public reading room, always open in the 
evening, among such a population as ours, does not need to be 
argued, and it has been too longneglected. In the judgment of 
the Trustees, funds should be provided for this purpose; and it 
must also be said that the running expenses, due to the growth 
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of the Library, have risen so high as to encroach seriously upon 
that portion of the funds hitherto set aside for the purchase of 
books, and, therefore, it is unavoidable that they should ask for 
an increased appropriation, even though none of these 
suggested improvements were made. 

The Trustees, therefore, recommend that $2,000 be 
appropriated for the ensuing year to the general use of the 
Library, in addition to half the receipts for dog licenses. 
With this sum, they will undertake to establish branches at 
North Beverly and at Centreville, and to open the Library 
every afternoon and evening during the week. Fruitful 
results in an increased public interest in the Library, and the 
consequent larger circulation, are reasonably certain. The 
Library is excellent in material and capable of wide usefulness, 
both for entertainment and for education. Funds should be 
granted to make good its present capacity, at least, that it may 
not lie idle; and, in the judgment of the Trustees, the amount 
stated is the least that will suffice for the proper conduct of its 
work.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


The Committee appointed “to take into consideration the 
Fire Department, and to report to the town at the annual 
meeting of 1892 as to the needs of the department and as to 
any changes in its organization which may seem to the Commit- 
tee beneficial,” have attended to that duty, and would respect- 
fully submit the following as their report. 

We find the Fire Department thoroughly and effectively or- 
ganized and the apparatus in excellent condition, and that 
with the addition of some facilities for sending in promptly 
alarms of fire and a considerable addition to the number of hy- 
drants now in use, the town would be fairly well provided with 
the means of extinguishing fires. In the opinion of your Com- 
mittee, the Fire Alarm System should be made as nearly per- 
fect as possible ; but, instead of this condition, we find the south- 
ern section of the town, from the wharves to Hale Street, with- 
out any alarm boxes, and this in arapidly growing portion of 
the town. We therefore recommend placing alarm boxes as 
follows, viz.,—near corner of Stone and Lothrop streets ; near 
the corner of Mayand Lovett streets; near the corner of Loth- 
rop and Ocean streets; near the corner of Essex and Dane 
streets. Should the town decide to locate the boxes as recom- 
mended, there will then appear a necessity for a new and 
larger repeater in the Central Station, as the repeater now in 
use is too much loaded for sure and effective work. The cost 
_ of anew six-circuit repeater would be eight hundred dollars 
($800), and we are informed that the makers will allow, in 
the exchange, three hundred dollars ($300) for the repeater 
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now in use, making the net cost of a new six-circuit repeater 
$500. 

We therefore recommend that the town purchase a new six- 
circuit repeater for use at the Central Fire Station. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that there 1s urgent need 
of a considerable addition to the number of hydrants now in 
use, and we therefore recommend that additional hydrants be 
located as follows: At East end of Water street; Front street 
near South street; Lothrop street near Central street; Dane 
street near Cabot street; Bisson street near Butman street ; 
Elliott street near Jos. Cressy’s estate; Bridge street near 
School House; Corning street near H. W. Peabody’s; Cross 
street near W. C. Lynn’s; Essex street near Chester Hobbs’ ; 
Essex street near KE. A. Edwards’ estate; Grover street near 
F. 8. Lovett’s; East Lothrop street near Bisson street; Hale 
street near David Thissell’s ; Lovett street near Kast Dane street, 
Hale street near King and Gardner estates; Hale street near 
W. C. Loring’s new house; Hale street between Haskell street 
and Steamer House; Hale street hydrant at Beach Corner and 

“Thornton K. Lothrop’s avenue; Hale street near estate 
of George T. Larcom; West street between Franklin Haven’s 
and the Henry Lee estate. 

The estimated cost of twenty-one hydrants, set complete, is 
$50 each, making a total of $1,050. The estimated cost of 
four new alarm boxes, a new repeater and wires is $1,200, 
making a total of $2,250, and we recommend that the sum of 
two thousand two hundred anq fifty dollars be appropriated by 
the town to carry out the foregoing recommendations. 

Your Committee are in receipt of a numerously signed | 
petition, asking that they should recommend the purchase of a 
horse hose wagon and horse for the use of the Fire Depart- 
ment, to be located at the house of Hose Co. 2. 

They have also received a petition from residents of the Cove 
District, asking that we recommend a relocation of the Louer 
Hose Co. at some point near the Cove School House. Your 
Committee are unanimous in the opinion that, in the near future, 
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the town should furnish the Hose Companies with horse hose 
wagons, and we also believe that the effectiveness of the Fire 
Department would be increased by a change of location of the 
Louer Hose Co.; but, in view of the fact that the town has, 
within the last six months, expended several thousand dollars for 
the purpose of furnishing a more abundant supply of water in 
case of fire in the manufacturing district, your Committee do 
not deem it expedient to recommend any further expenditure 
at the present time. :

The committee appointed by the town at the annual town 
meeting, in 1891, to consider the subject of a system of sewer- 
age for the town, and to report thereon, has the honor to 
make the following report and recommendations : 

In 1890, at the annual town meeting, it was voted that a 
survey should be made, and plans should be prepared for a 
system of sewerage for the town of Beverly, and the Select- 
men employed, as an engineer, Mr. Ernest W. Bowditch. 

Mr. Bowditch is a very able, skillful and experienced engineer, 
who had careful surveys made of the whole town and _ pre- 
pared a plan for the disposal of sewage, which was so 
designed that eventually, and when it was considered neces- 
sary, the whole town could be drained. The plan was so 
designed that any one section of it could be built when it was 
necessary to drain a particular, portion of the town, and the 
other sections could be added on when) it was deemed expedi- 
ent. This plan is dated December, 1890, and is on file in 
the office of the Town Clerk. Last winter, several hearings 
were held before the State Board of Health upon these plans, 
and certain changes were made therein at their suggestion, and 
the plans were then approved. After that approval, a hearing 
was held before the Land and Harbor Commissioners, and they 


gave the necessary permission for the construction of an out- 


let, as shown on the amended plan. 
Your committee has carefully examined these plans 
and believes that they are well adapted to supply the needs 
(199) sel 
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of the town, and that they should be adopted by the town, 
so that any portion of the town which needs drainage can be 
drained and sewers can be constructed upon a general plan, 
which will utilize all portions and sewers which have been 
constructed, and thereby none of the money will be wasted. 
Your committee believes that any plan which is adopted 
should be so designed that all portions of the town, which 
.may in the future be necessary, can be connected, and auniform 
system of sewerage secured. This can be done by adopting 
the Bowditch plans. Your committee has held many meetings, 
has carefully examined the plans, and has consulted several 
times with Mr. Bowditch. Your committee believes that 
some drainage is necessary, and should be put in for a small 
portion of the town and all that will be necessary is to 
provide a sewer for the main street, but that this should be 
constructed with an outlet an:l main sewer large enough 
to carry other sewers to drain other parts of the town, if it 
shall hereafter be necessary. 

Cabot street is rapidly becoming a network of cess- 
pools, and trouble is sure to follow if such a condition is 
allowed to continue any longer. The construction of cesspools 
under the main street should not be allowed, as it will eventu- 
ally spoil the street, and may lead to serious trouble. It 
would be of great benefit to the town and to the abutters, if 
a sewer is constructed there, into which the drains from the 
buildings can be entered, and which will also carry off the sur- 
face water which now floods the street in thaws and after 
heavy showers. This surface water has been rapidly becoming 
a serious nuisance, and must be provided for. | In the opinion 
of the Committee, all that will be necessary to relieve the 
present needs of the town, and all that will be necessary 
for some time to come, is to construct a sewer which will drain 
the main street and the neighboring streets. 

The Committee, after consultation with Mr. Bowditch, 
decided that it would be best to build a sewer through Cabot 
street, with the necessary catch-basins to carry off the surface 
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water, and they procured a plan dated November, 1891, which 
drained as much of Cabot street and the territory 
immediately surrounding it as could be drained by 
a sewer onthat street, withcut incurring a great deal 
of unnecessary expense. The slope and level of the ground 
are such that most of the territory lying on either side of 
Cabot street can be drained more cheaply should drainage 
become necessary, by carrying the sewer either to Lothrop 
or Rantoul streets, which are the directions in which it 
naturally flows. 

The Committee procured estimates of the cost of a sewer 
beginning on Cabot street at Federal, thence running through 
Cabot to May street, and thence to the sea, with the necessary 
catch-basins for surface water, the trunk line and. the tunnel 
under Lothrop street to be constructed so that they will be 
sufficient to carry the sewage from the other sections of the town 
when it becomes necessary. ‘The cost of this sewer, with the 
outlet, catch-basins and tunnel complete, will be $40,000. 

When any system of sewerage is adopted, the Selectmen 
should be authorized to make, from time to time, all necessary 
regulations in regard to entering and use of the sewers 
and payments for such use. 


~ 


ASSESSMENTS. 


Your Committee has given much thought to the question of 
assessments for sewers, and to the fairest and most equitable 
method of levying them. Many different methods have been 
adopted in other towns and cities, and the subject has been 
very thoroughly considered and the different systems and 
their relative merits have been set forth at length by various 


committees and engineers. 


The most comprehensive and careful consideration of the 
subject was for the city of Providence, R. I., and the report 
gives the various methods which have been adopted elsewhere. 
The town of Brookline appointed a committee of very able 


gentlemen, who fully considered the subject, and who recom- 
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mended what seems to your Committee the fairest and 
most equitable plan for assessment which has been devised. 
It was adopted there in 1879, and is substantially the same 
plan that was adopted earlier in Providence, and has since 
been used by various other places. So far as your Committee ~ 
can learn, it has given universal satisfaction, and is preferable 
to the more complicated systems which are in use in many 
cities and towns. 

This system is based upon the estimated average cost of a 
complete system of sewers, and on the amount of territory that 
will be drained and benefited thereby. By adopting such 
a system in the beginning, each estate benefited will bear 
its fair share of the main trunk sewer and outlet. The portion 
of expense to be borne by the town, when the whole system is 
complete, is estimated to be one-third of the total expense of 
construction. This is the amount which is customary in other 
cities and towns. Your Committee, therefore, believes that 
the interest of the citizens will be best served by adopting the 
Brookline assessment of seventy-five cents per foot of frontage 
on any street or way, where a sewer is constructed, and three- 
fourths of a cent per square foot of area within one hundred 
feet from such street or way, provided the whole of such area 
can be drained, and that on corner lots no area be charged for 


twice. 
PAYMENTS. 


As the first cost of constructing a sewer must be borne 
by the town, your Committee believes that the Legislature 
should be petitioned to authorize the town to borrow money 
and to issue bonds for that purpose. It also believes that the 
convenience of the abutters upon a sewer will be promoted 
if the Selectmen are authorized to allow the assessments to 
be paid in three payments. Your Committee, therefore, 
respectfully recommends the adoption of the following votes: 

First. Voted that the town of Beverly hereby adopts the 
system of sewerage, which is shown on the plan prepared for 
the town and on file in the office of the Town Clerk, made by 


¢e 
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Ernest W. Bowditch, Civil Engineer, and dated December, 
1890, and all sewers hereafter constructed shall be in accor- 
dance with that plan, and the amendments thereof, which 
were made after the recommendations of the State Board of 
Health. 

Second. Voted that a section be now constructed, as per 

plan of Ernest W. Bowditch, on file.in the office of the Town 
Clerk, dated November, 1891, beginning on Cabot street, at 
Federal street, and running through Cabot street to May 
street, and thence to the sea, with the catch-basins shown 
thereon. The trunk line and tunnel and outlet to be con- 
structed, as shown on said plan, and to be sufficiently large to 
allow the sewers from the other sections of the town to be 
~ connected therewith. 
Third. Voted that the Selectmen are hereby authorized to 
make such regulations in regard to entering sewers and _ use of 
the same and the payments therefor, and concerning extensions 
thereof, from time to time, as may be necessary. 

Fourth. Voted that the assessment authorized by Chapter 
50 of the Public Statutes, to be made upon owners of estates 
in the system of sewerage, shall be made on a fixed uniform 
rate, based upon the estimated average cost of the sewers in 
the sewerage system by the following fixed uniform rate, to 
wit: Seventy-five cents per foot of frontage which such 
estates have on any street or way where a sewer is con-— 
structed, and three-fourths of one cent per square foot of area, 
which such estates contain within one hundred feet from such 
street or way; provided, however, that no assessment in 
respect to any such estate, which by reason of its grade, level 
or any other cause, cannot be drained into such sewer, shall be 
made, certified or notified by the Selectmen, until such inca- 
pacity is removed. And further provided that corner lots 
shall not be assessed twice for the same area. 

Fifth. Voted that the Selectmen are authorized, when ~ 
requested, to divide the assessments for sewers into three 
equal parts, and to allow the payments to be made one each 
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year, with interest added at five per cent from the date of 
the assessment. 

Sixth. Voted that the Selectmen are hereby instructed to 
petition the Legislature for authority to issue bonds or notes 
to an amount not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars. 
($100,000) for the purpose of constructing a system of sewers.

Our lot alone would make no park. If the whole prop- 
erty from Washington to Abbott street is to go together 
& you will secure the whole or none — then we would 
like to know whether the structure now standing at the 
foot of Washington street could not advantageously be 
placed on the low ground at the foot of Abbott street, or 
let down on the bluff where it is so as not toobstruct the

Of course, as I indicated the other day, we should make 
a condition that no structure, fixture or obstruction of 
any kind, either permanent or temporary, higher than 
say, three or four feet, would ever be placed on our lot.

To the Citizens of the Town of Beverly : 

The board of Overseers of the Poor, herewith respectfully 
present their report for the year 1892. 

This department has been under the same management as 
last year, and we think with equally as good results. The 
number of inmates in the almshouse at the present time is 
twenty-five. Eleven males—-fourteen females. There area 


, 
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number of aged and infirm that require considerable care. — 
The health of the inmates is considered good. The following 


is the report of the State Inspector, who visited the alms-_ 


house in September last. ‘“ During the year some improve- 
ments in the buildings have been made. ‘The sewer has also 
been improved, new pipes having been added, The place 
presents its usual good appearance and is clean and orderly 
throughout. There are twenty-seven inmates, of whom 
20 are insane or idiotic.” Three inmates have died, viz: 
William E. Herrick, March 17th, 1892, age 55 ; Silas Adams, 
Oct. 21st, 1892, age 77; William A. Herrick, Jan. 26, 1893, 
age 53. We have in Danvers Hospital, 11. Sarah Clark 
died Feb. 20, 1892, age 72. At Worcester, 1. At State 
Farm, Bridgewater, 2. The number of persons requiring 
aid outside of the almshouse is 343. 


REPORT OF TOWN PHYSICIAN. 


“The health of the Town Poor during the year has been 
fairly good. Seven hundred and thirty-four visits were made 


to patients at their homes. One hundred and thirty-six pre-— 


scribed for at the office. Three children born. Twelve visits 
_ made to police station, and sixty-four visits to almshouse.’’ 

Sixteen hundred and twenty-one tramps have been cared 
for at the police station. Last Aug. we had the misfortune 
to lose (by death) a cow, valued at $70.00. oth 

In March, 1873, one of Beverly’s poor, died in our alms- 
house. ‘The present board of overseers discovered that there 
was money in a Bank to the credit of this pauper. They at 
once put in a claim for it, which, after having been justly 
proved, the money was paid over to the overseers—$53.08, 
who turned it into the town Treasury. 

Realizing the necessity for some better facilities to get 
food to the upper rooms, to those unable to go down to the 
_ dining room, the board caused a dumb waiter to be put into 
the house from the kitchen to the upper rooms, and it has 
proved to be a very great convenience. 
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Some repairs that were very necessary have been made in 
the house during the past year. As regards the other needs 
for this department, we will leave that for the committee ap- | 
pointed at the March meeting, 1892, to say in their report-at 
the next annual town meeting. 

It has been the custom for some years past for the Over- 
seers to provide an entertainment at the almshouse for the ° 
benefit of the inmates, and on that occasion to give each in- 
mate a present. On Tuesday evening, December 27th, 1892, 
the entertainment took place. The programme consisted of 
singing by W. C. Morgan, C. H. Millett, Al Davis, R. A. 
Woodbury, S. Gentlee, C. A. Burroughs and A. E. Clark. 
Mrs. A. Webb, Pianist. J. M. Rickard gave some excellent 
violin selections, accompanied by E. Preston, Pianist. Miss 
Cora Hames gave two fine readings and B. Huntoon gave a 
characteristic recitation. Quite a number of towns-people 
were present and all seemed to thoroughly enjoy it. <A large 
donation was received from I. Bonaventura, also from others 

The board take this opportunity to thank all those persons 
who contributed to the occasion by their music, their read- 
‘ings, their presents and their presence.

- REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health respectfully submit the following report : 


The Board has received for the year fifteen hundred dol- 
lars, aS appropriated by the town, and eight hundred and 
seventy dollars for the sale of Jots. As usual, the Board has 
had plenty to do. Much more has been accomplished this 
year than for many years past in improving the sanitary con- 
dition of the town. Sewers have been constructed on Ran- 
toul, Broadway and Pleasant streets, and Tuck’s Pond, which 
has .been the cause of complaints for many summers _ has, 
through the action of the town and the public spirit of Hon. 
John J. Baker, been relieved of its former dangers. One of 


_ the difficult problems that confronts the Board at the present 


time is the disposal of garbage ; the manner in which it has. 
been. collected in the past being as much of a nuisance as the 
garbage itself. The Board therefore recommend that some 
action on the part of the town be taken at its annual town 
meeting relative to the care of this material which the Board 
believes to be a great source of danger to the public health. 
The Board has been in communication with the Eastern Fer- 
tilizer Company of Cambridge, Mass., who desire to care for 
all the waste material of the tuwn that wculd ke suitable fo 
fertilizing purposes, and offer two hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum for an exclusive license. They do the work at a 
reasonable price, under the most improved sanitary methods 
for treating such material, remove it from the town and give 
bonds, all of which to be satisfactory to the Board of Health. 

The Board has caused stone steps to be placed at the junction 


J 
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‘of Hale and Lathrop streets, in the Hale street cemetery, and 
a suitable railing on either side ; also laid out and graded a — 
drive way to the tomb, the old one being dangerous. The 
hearse, which was badly out of repair, has been thoroughly ~ 
‘overhauled, and now presents an appearance quite as good as 
mew. At the Cove it was discovered that the brook running 
to the ocean was so polluted by several families emptying 
their sewage into it as to endanger the health of the inhab- 
itants, and the Board were obliged to ordera discontinuance, 
and clean up the brook. At the Farms cemetery a new fence 
is desired and much needed, but as the Board had so much 
unforeseen work to do, this has been left for another year. 
There must be more lots made in Hale St. cemetery, as very 
few remain. Eight hundred and seventy dollars has already 
been expended in filling on Hale St. side of cemetery to pre- 
pare that for burial purposes, and it will require as much 
more to be expended before this can come into the market. 
The Board also renews its request for more land at North 
Beverly for cemetery purposes, as only one lot remains 
unsold. ‘There has been very little trouble from contagious 
diseases, only five cases of diphtheria, twenty-five scarlet 
fever and six so-called scarletina having been reported to the 
Board. This, we believe, might be lessened by improved 
sanitary conditions of the town. At North Beverly cemetery 
more has been done than usual. The old yard that had been 
allowed to grass over, almost obliterating the markings of lots 
and graves has been neatly outlined, and walks cut and 
graded, so that it now presents a uniform and creditable 
appearance. The Board take this opportunity of thanking 
the citizens of the town for their cooperation in the efforts of 
the Board to elevate the standard of sanitation and the abate- 
ment of nuisances and all other matter pertaining to the 
Board of Health.

REPORT OF ENGINEER OF FIRE DEPART- 
| MENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN. In my report of the doings of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the past year ending Dec, 31, 1892, I would say. that 
the number of men in the department consists of one Chief 
and four assistant engineers. Five permanent and one hun- 
dred and forty-seven call men, three stokers and one engine- 
man. The Chief Engineer still acts as superintendent of fire 
alarm. ¢ 

The apparatus is in excellent condition and located as fol- 

‘lows. At the Central Station two second class steam fire en- 


_ gines, one hook and ladder truck, one two horse hose wagon 


with all modern improvements and equipments for the same. 
At the Washington and South district hose houses each, one 
four wheeled hand hose carriage, one double runner hose 
pung and equipments foreach. At the Cove district hose 
house, one four wheeled hand hose carriage, one single 
runner hose pung, fixtures and equipments for each. At 
North Beverly, one one horse hose wagon with all modern 
improvements and equipments, also one hand hose carriage 
with a volunteer company of fifteen members who serve with- 
out pay. At Centerville hose house, one four wheeled hand 
hose carriage, one double runner hose pung, fixtures and 
equipments for each. At the West Street Station, one sec- 
ond class steam fire engine, one hand hook and ladder truck, 
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one four wheeled hand hose carriage, fixtures and equip- 
ments for all. 

We have eight thousand feet of good reliable hose fit for 
steamer service, and twelve hundred feet fit for hydrant ser- 
vice only. I would here recommend the purchase of one 
thousand feet of new hose, also the placing of new hydrants 
where needed. The importance of placing hydrants at short 
distances from each other is very great, as it brings the fire- 
men nearer their work, thereby saving the running of long 
lines of hose, and much valuable time. 

I would also recommend the purchase of a one horse hose 
wagon, horse, and swing harness to be located on Rantoul St.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


—s 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library, beg leave to: 
submit its Report for the year ending Jan. 31st, 1893, as fol- 
lows : 

The growth of the Library and the increase in its use by 
the people during the past year have been most satisfactory 


_In consequence of the increased appropriation made by the 


town, as recommended in the last Report, it became possible» 
to extend greatly the facilities for circulation. Branch de- 
livery stations were established at North Beverly and Center- 
ville, so that the people residing in those parts of the town 
should be given a more equal opportunity with those more 
centrally situated in obtaining speedy and frequent access to 
the Library. If there were any doubt of the desirability of 
this action, it has been set at rest by the prompt and general 
use of this valuable privilege. The circulation of books in 
those sections, as shown by the Librarians Report hereto at- 
tached, bears an equal proportion to that registered at the 
Library for the centre of the town, in the ratio of the popu- 
lation, and is somewhat larger than that of the branch sta- 
tion at the Farms. The Library has also been opened on 
every afternoon and evening of the week day, and to this fact 
must be ascribed, in large measure, the extraordinary increase 
in circulation of nearly 4,000 volumes, a gain of 16 per cent. © 
The use of the Reading Room, also, in which the list of pe- 
riodicals taken has been added to, is greater than ever before. 
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In brief, a very gratifying advance has been made in the 
practical utility of the Library to the people. 

The increase in the number of books has been normal, ‘and 
requires no special notice except in two particulars. It has 
been our policy to endeavor each year to strengthen some one 
department by the purchase for it of standard works of per- 
manent value, so that eventually the Library shall constitute 
a well-rounded whole, where some information regarding 
every subject likely to be inquired into by any of our people 
may be found. Hitherto attention has been especially di- 
rected to the departments of Literature and History, which 
are now fairly well provided for. During the present year an 
attempt has been made to fill up the department of Useful 
Arts and Mechanic Trades. The books purchased now fur- 
nish information in respect to the most important of these 
‘subjects, so that it is believed that there are few questions in 
relation to machines, fabrics, raw products, chemical and 
manufacturing processes, manual training and the like, which 
may not be studied in the Library, both in works of reference 
and in volumes intended for general circulation. Special at- 
tention has been paid to providing all that is essential for the 
literary side of manual school training. The second point to 
be noticed is the increase in the number of bound magazines, 
which are of the greatest service in popular instruction: and 
in connection with this the Trustees take pleasure in acknowl- 
edging a gift from the Essex Institute of sixty volumes of 
Littell’s Living Age, completing our set. This is a most val- 
uable acquisition. 

- Early in the year a communication was received from the 

Neighbors’ Library at the Farms, looking to the absorption of 
that collection of books in the Public Library. It was found 
in the course of negotiation that this could not be accom- 
plished except upon terms which the town only had power to 
accept: and therefore the affair ended without result. The 
Trustees, however, feeling that this union of the two libra. 
ries is desirable, express the hope that some equitable means 
of accommodation may be found. 
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In addition to the gift from the Essex Institute, already re- 
ferred to, the Library has received other gifts, specifically 
mentioned in the Librarian’s Report, for which the Trustees 
express their thanks. ‘The Library has also received, from 
the Estate of Edward Burley, Esq., a legacy of $500.00, of 
which they make grateful acknowledgement. This is the first 
instance in which a citizen of the town has expressed his in- 
terest in the Library and regard for its public utility by such 
a donation. A fund is practically a necessity to a Library of 
the size that this has now reached, in order to its proper 
maintenance without unusual appropriations: the Trustees 
have, therefore, thought it prudent to set aside and invest 
this legacy as the nucleus of such a fund, with the hope that 
it would gradually increase by the bounty of similarly liberal 
and public-spirited citizens. 

Various minor improvements have been made for the great- 


. er convenience of those using the Library: but these have 


only shown to what a degree the present accommodations 
are insufticient when the best has been made of them. . The 
floor space in the reading room is entirely inadequate for 
those who frequentit, and it is practically impossible to make 
this room more attractive or to give in it proper facilities for 
the use of the reading matter there provided. The shelf 
room is also nearly exhausted, and the increase in the 
number of alcoves has darkened the room to such a de- 


_ gree as to cause serious inconvenience. This makes the 


question of lighting the most urgent of any concerning the 
practical administration of the Library. It it impossible so 
to place new gas lights as not to be a source of danger from 
fire, and the heat from those already used is so great as ma- 
terially to injure the books. It is plain that electric lighting 
must soon be resorted to. 

In view of the facts stated above, showing the Sone advan- 
tage that the appropriation made last year has resulted in, es: 
pecially in making the Library of use to the people in all parts 
of the town equally, and in facilitating the use of it freely 
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and conveniently, the Trustees recommend that the same ap- 
propriation of two thousand dollars and one half the receipts 
for dog licenses be made for the ensuing year. On this ap. 
propriation these new privileges are dependent, The Library 
has shown a capacity for growth under the present provision 
for it, which ought not to be checked.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
STREETS. 


Beverty, February 20, 1893. 


To the Selectmen of Beverly : 
GENTLEMEN :—The highways and town ways are in good 


- condition, except a few rods on Hale street from the prem- 


ises of Geo. A. Goddard to Thissell street, and the flat clayey 


section above Kittredge’s crossing at North Beverly. Both | 


of these sections should be ditched and piped at sides or 
treated to the Telford system. We have regraded Front street, 
a part of Bartlett, Essex, Standley, Haskell, the old part of 
Judson and Hale from Ocean to Dane, Bisson to Woodbury, 
Brackenbury to Chapman’s corner, also Cabot street at Wen- 
ham line and the Willows. 

We have cut the gutters and crowned Cherry Hill, and 
barred the top to prevent washing. Have built new sidewalks 
from Kast Lothrop to Essex street, also from Winthrop ave- 
nue to Kernwood avenue. Repaired and redressed Hale 
street from Prince to Haskell streets, also sections of most of 
the streets throughout the town. Blasted ledge and graded 
sidewalk on Hale street. Have built fifteen thousand yards 
of macadam roads; constructed wells on Roundy, Dane and 
Pleasant streets and piped to outfall in sewer, so that there is 
no street water flowing into basin at Chase street or Tuck’s 
pond; cleaned out open ditch between Rantoul and Chase 
streets; also culvert across Rantoul street. Paved. twelve 
hundred yards of gutters on hills in the sandy sections, 
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thereby saving the cost of regrading every spring. There 


has been two thousand two hundred and sixty-two feet of 


edge stone set, also two stone street crossings. Insufficient 
drainage is quite troublesome in some sections, especially that 
part of Dane street. from Knowlton to Hale, also a part of 
Cabot street. There has been quarried and crushed five 
thousand three hundred and eighty four tons of stone; there 
is a continuous line of macadam road from Essex Bridge to 
Kittredge crossing at North Beverly, also the most of the 
business portion of Cabot street, a part of Park, Hale and 
Ober streets. 

We have on hand twelve hundred tons of stone crushed 
and several hundred tons broken; we are in need of gravel 


for sidewalks and general repairs. The prevailing custom of — 


running water from conductors across sidewalks, bridging 
gutters and sweeping litter from, stores into the streets is 
troublesome and should be prevented. The stone crusher at. 
the Farms is set up and ready for work. There is somestone 


broken ready for the spring. All the machinery is in good 
order and ready for use.

. The closing of the financial year of the town, on February 
1, 1893, calls for the annual ‘‘detailed report of the condition 
of the public schools” to that date, and the following reports 
of the respective sub-committees of the several schools are 
submitted as containing the details required for such annual 
report. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Epwarp L. Gippin¢s, 
Duptey N. GRIFFIN, Sub-Committee.

Mr. Hurd returned to his work in the middle of March, 
after a severe illness. Miss Tucker at the close of the school 
year, resigned her place as assistant, to take charge of a 
school in New Brunswick. During her four years of service, 
Miss Tucker had proved herself a most successful and con- 
scientious teacher, and her resignation was accepted with re- 
luctance. Miss Hazen and Miss Kilham, instructor in 
French, declined re-election. In September, Miss Wilde, after 
a year of rest, assumed her old position as Senior Assistant, 
and was gladly welcomed by teachers and scholars. Miss 
Harriet Hillman, who has had large experience in High School 
work in other places was elected assistant, and is having ex- 
cellent success. Misses Davis and Cole, are doing their cus- 
tomary good work in their respective branches. 

The Committee received a petition from the scholars at the 
beginning of the September term, asking that the usual two 
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sessions of the school should be discontinued, and one’ session 
substituted. This request was submitted to the parents of 
the pupils for approval. A large majority of the parents sig- 
nifying their assent, the change was made. In theshort trial 
thus far given the single session in the High School, it can- 
not be said to be an unqualified success. Scholars must un-~ 
derstand, that the afternoon is not a half holiday to be given 
up to recreation, but that a part of it must be devoted to school 
work. Unless this is done, scholarship must necessarily suf- 
fer. The parents of the scholars should feel that.they have a 
duty to perforin in seeing that their children do not waste the 
whole afternoon, but set apart a portion of the time for regu- 
lar and systematic study. ‘There is not the same time for 
study in school, as under the double session system, and as a 
consequence more work must be done out of school. 

The great need of the School for the past ten years has 
been better facilities for study of the sciences, and we con- 
gratulate the town, that this want has at last been supplied. 
A large and convenient Chemical Laboratory has been fitted 
up in the basement and thoroughly equipped with apparatus 
for experimental work. The study of Chemistry simply from 
text books, is dull and uninteresting to the scholar, and dis- 
couraging to the teacher. Now opportunity will be given 
every pupil for actual and individual work in the laboratory, 
under the direction of the teacher. Large additions have 
been made to the physicial apparatus, especially in the electri- 
cal department, and a fine miscroscope has been ordered. We 
look confidently for greatly improved work in these depart- 
ments the coming year. 

The graduating class of 1892 numbered forty-four, the grad- 


uating exercises were largely attended, and of the usual ex- ma 


cellence.

At the close of this school in June last, Miss Trask, con- 
templating a change of residence, resigned the position of its 
teacher which she had held since its organization. She was 
faithful and conscientious in the discharge of her duties to 
the pupils under her care. The vacancy was filled by the ap- 
pointment of Miss Agnes M. Dempsey, of Amesbury. Her 
former experience in ungraded schools, was considered a 
valuable acquisition by the committee, and her work has 
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justified the appointment. A commendable progress has 
been made in the work of the several classes under her tui- 
tion, and evidently a satisfactory result will be reached by 


teacher and pupils after a full year’s work has been accom- 


plished. 

A petition, dated Dec. 27, 1892, and numerously signed by 
the ladies residing in the locality of the school, requesting— 
substantially—the establishment of another grade there, was 
referred to this committee.

Your committee for this district are pleased to report an 
increase in numbers, and a good average attendance. For 
many years, absenteeism was the great drawback in these 
schools, but to-day they compare ‘favorably with any dis- 
trict in town. We have the same teachers as last year with 
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the exception of the assistant in the Grammar School. Miss 
Mary E. Cole, who taught so acceptably last year, found her-’ 
self obliged to resign at the close of the 1st term this year, 
on account of ill health. For the vacancy your committee 
have appointed Miss Annie Williams, a graduate of these 

schools and of our High School class of ’82 and who is sue 
ceeding admirably. Miss Lufkin of the Primary, has taught 
three-years. Miss Brower of the Intermediate, twenty years. 
Miss Eaton of the Grammar, twenty-nine years in all, four- 
teen years in this school, and with this experience we con- 
fidently expect good results. 

The great need in this district is that of a new school 
building. The present one is old and badly arranged, with 
almost no ventilation, and too small for the present needs of 


the district. The two lower rooms,are small, with lights on- - 


ly on one side and one end, while the upper room is large 
and much out of repair, and we submit that having voted 
cheerfully for new houses in all the other districts, we are 
now entitled to a new building for ourselves.

IN CONCLUSION. 


The record of the school work of the year has been quite 


“satisfactory, and the promise for the future seems quite en- 


couraging. The introduction of Southworth and Goddard’s 
Language Lessons in place of Swinton’s, shows a marked im- 
provement in this important branch of education. 

The continued growth of the town seems to require prepa- 
rations for greater school accommodations ; especially is this 
the case at the South District, while other sections of the 
town will soon demand more room. The Cove District not 
only wants improved accommodations, as was stated in last 
year’s report, but to provide therefor it needs a new school- 
house. The present house was built forty years ago and can 
not be made fit for the occasion. When the town, after the 
abolition of the school district system, took possession of the 
school-houses, it began: in 1868 to meet the demands: for 
better school accommodations and went on building new 
school-houses for all the districts except the Cove, whose old 
house was improved somewhat and furnished quite convenient 
quarters for the schools there for a large part of the past 
twenty years, but for a few years past has been growing 
more and more unsuitable, and hence a new school-house be- 
comes a positive necessity.
